Jerence allowing Field Marshal Vo 
Hindenburg or any one else to be 
sulssituted for the former monarcl 


The council appears to be firm in 


the conviction which is held by mil- 
itary officials of th^ entente powers, 
that William Hohenzollern must be 
punished as it would be impossible 
to secure the punishment of military 
naval and civil officials in Germany 
who are charged with atrocities, if 
the former emperor Is exempted.

Society of Worthington and to be uu 
auxiliary of the state anti-slavery so- 
ciety. 


Their object was ambitious—viz: 


'the emancipation of the colored peo- 
•5'c- ef the United States,—the eman- 
cipation of the slave from the oppres- 
sion of public sentiment and unjust 
aws, and the elevation of both to 
an intellectual and moral equality 
with the whites. 


"We shall seek to do this." the 


constitution proceeds, "by endeavor- 
ng to convince all our fellow-citizens 
by arguments addressed to the under- 
standing and conscience that slave- 
holding is a heinous crime in the 
aght of God and that the duty, safe- 
ty and best interests of all concerned 
require its immediate abandonment 


"This society will also endeavor in 


a constitutional way, to 
influence 


congress and our state legislature to 
relieve the colored people where the\ 
hive the pov.-er of legislation." These 
names are sUned to the constitution:
